swept is not nourishing a small! volcano. The 
vessels for which water for the domestic purpose 
is usually kept should be full, and placed if 
possible, where they will not freeze; for the 
lime occupied between the pump and _ the 
house, has cost the loss of many a fair building 
which a pail full of water would have saved. 
Those silent. but active incendiaries, lucifer, 
loce-foco, or spontaneous matches, should be 
kept in small quantities, and in a tin or iron 
vessel, or at least upon the hearth, or a stone 
or iron shelf!”

Meeks, in consequence 
of some remark made, felt called upon to state 
what he had seen of the conflict in the tailors’ 
shop, and did so, and Murdough gave him the | 
lie, for which Meeks struck him with a riding | 
whip. On receiving the blow with the whip, 
Murdovgh instantly plunged his Bowie-knife 
into the abdomen of Meeks, and killed him on 
the spot.

THE LICENSE 

The Jaw regulating the sale of spiritous 
liquors, which was enacted by the Legislature 
of this Commonwealth, and approved by the 
Governor, April 19, 1838, reads as follows : 

Sect. 1. No licensed innholder, retailer, 
common victualler, or other person, except as 
herein after provided, shall sell any brandy, 
vam, or other spiritous liquors, or any mixed 
part of which is spiritous, in a less 
quantity than fifteen gallons, and that delivered 
and carried away ali at one time, on pain o 
forfeiting not more than twenty dollars, not less | 
than ten dollars, for each offence, to be recov- | 
ered in the manner and for the use provided in 
the twenty sixth section of the forty seventh 
«chapter of the Revised Statutes. 

Sect. 2. The county commissioners in the 
several counties may license, for their respec- | 
tive towns, as many apothecaries or practising 
physicians as they deem necessary, to be re- 
tailers of spiritous liquors, to be used in the 
arts, or for medicinal purposes only; and the 
mayor and aldermen of the several cities may, 
in like manner, and for like purposes, license | 
apothecaries, as retailers for their respective 
cities ; and the court of common pleas in the 
county of Suffolk, in like manner, and for like 
purposes, may license apothecaries or practising 
physicians, as retailers in the town of Chelsea ; 
which licenses shall be granted in the same 
manner, and under the same restrictions now | 
provided by law for licensing retailers : provi- 
ded, that the number of persons so licensed 
shal] not exceed one for every two thousand 
inhabitants, and in towns containing less than 
two thousand inhabitants, one person may be 
licensed : and provided further, that in such 
cities and towns where there is no apothecary, 
or practising physician, such other person or 
persons may be appointed as aforesaid, as may 
be deemed proper by said county commission- 
ers ; and no person so licensed, shall sell any 
spiritous liquor to be drank in or about his 
premises, on pain of the forfeiture provided in 
the first section of this act. 

Secr. 3. All licenses hereafter granted to 
innholders, retailers and common victuallers, 
shall be se framed as not to authorize the li- 
censed persons to sell brandy, rum, or any 
other spiritous liquors; and no excise or fee 
shall be required for such a license. ’

“Congress has authorized the introduction 
If a 
State may levy a tax, authorize removals, re- 


quire bonds, etc, these burdens would entirely 
defeat the object of ‘Congress in licensing the 
trade, and may be exerted, at the pleasure of 
any State, to the ruin and annihilation of the 


trade.” 

“ There is no difference in effect, between the 
power to prohzbit the sale of an article, and to 
prohibit its introduction into the country. The 


one would be a necessary consequence of the 


other. None would be imported, if none could 
be sold.” 


“ The result of the whole reasoning is, that 


whatever restrains, or prevents the introduction 


or importation of goods into the country, au- 
thorized and allowed by Congress, interferes 
with the exclusive right of Congress to regu- 
late commerce.” 

Wine is a “ mixed liquor” of saccharine 
undaqueous matter, with alcohol. It has been 
found by experiment, that many wines contain 
from one fourth to one fifth of their bulk of al- 
cohol, so that a person who takes a bottle of 
either of them will drink nearly a half pint of 
pure aicohol, equal to almost a pint of brandy. 
Mr. Brande, a distinguished French chemist, 
instituted a set of experiments for determining 
the relative quantity of alcohol in different 
wines. The following table contains the‘nve- 
rage quantity of alcohol of the specific gravity 
of $25 in an hundred parts by measure of 
each wine.

ent from its clementary sounds. Directing 1 child whe 
stumbles in pronouncing 2 word to “ spell it’ in the 
usual way, is only increasing his embarrassment.

That the law is perfect, 
will not presume to say ; but that its design 
and tendency 1s to do good, I do most sincerely 
believe. Its object is not so much to reclaim 
the drunkard, as it is to prevent the sober and 


temperate from becoming drunkards. Man is 
a frail and an imperfect being! He is possess- 
ed of strong passions and appetites. These 


ought and must be restrained, if we want soci- 
ety to be healthy and peaceful. Man is pos- 


sessed, also. of a moral and religious nature, 
a conscience, and when these are sufficiently 
cultivated to restrain the passions ard appe- 


tites, there.is no need of laws. But as ail have 
not reached this perfection, laws are necessary. 
Hence we have Jaws against rape, theft, adul- 
tery. etc, all of which are designed to curb 
and restrain the passions and appetites. Now 
if the selling of any article in the community, 
(even “calico, tea, or beef” should the same 
effects follow.) will produce these evils and in 
addition, sabbath breaking, riots, paupers, luna- 
ties, etc, is it not right to step the sale of it. 
Has not society a right to protect itself ? 
not wisdom too, to remove the cause that the 
effect may not follow. I will not say that 
none of these evils would exist were ardent 
spirits no longer sold, but, that they would be 
greatly diminished : and to convince ourselves 
ef this we meed only look at the history of the 
inmates of our jails, prisons and alms-houses. 
Ask them the cause of their present degrada- 
tion. They will tell you rum, rum! Did not 
acertain number of this very class of beings 
petition among the rest for the law ? Did they 
not pray that the temptation might be removed 
-—that they might not again fall, when permit- 
ted to return into society ? Shall we have no 
regard for our fellow creatures ?—for ourselves ?

It is no new principle in legisla } 
Jaws regulating the sale of spiritous liquors. 
It has been recognized nearly two centuries. 
“In the colonial records as far back as 1646 
you find a statute restraining the sale of liquors, 
with a view to limit their use and abuse. 
From that time to this, the law has existed, 
though with gradually increasing restrictions 
according to the advance of civilization.” This 
law therefore is only carrying out the principle 
begun by our ancestors. They found it neces- 
sary to enact laws regulating the sale of spirits, 
so do we. Why then this hue and cry about 
the License Law? Does it infringe upon the 
rights of society? Certainly not, unless you 
deny the right which society has to protect it- 
self. The design and tendency of the law is 
the general good—the retailing of spirits a gen- 
eral evil. The law therefore, is wholesome 
and just. Mark its terms—it prohibits the 
sale in smali quantities, only as a beverage, 


and it is in this way it injures—for I believe it |

From the appearance of 
his hat, being near it, it was evident be had 
made an unfortunate step, and was precipitated 
into the rapid stream.

A worthy clergyman, who had been suspect- 
ed of having improperly interfered in influen- 
cing some of the young people under his pas- 
toral charge to absent themselves from a_ ball 
that took place in the parish, received in conse- 
quence, the following anonymous note. 


Sm—Obey the voice of Holy Scripture. Take 
the following for your text and contradict it. 
Show in what consists the evil of that innocent 
amusement of dancing. Eccles. iii, 4. ‘A 
time to weep anda time to Jaugh: atime to 
mourn and a time to dance. 

A true CuristTian, But No Hypocnite. 


The minister immediately wrote the follow- 
ing admirable reply, which he inserted in a pe- 
riodical publication. 

My Dean Stir, (on Mapam)—Your request 
that I would preach from Eccles. iii, 4, I cannot 
comply with at present, since there are some 
Christian duties more iniportant than dancing, 
which a part of my people seem disposed to 
neglect. Whenever I perceive, however, that 
the duty of dancing is too much neglected, I 
shall not fail to raise a warning voice against 
so dangerous an omission. In the mean time, 
there are certain difficulties in the text which 
you recommend to my notice, the solution of 
which I should receive with gratitude froma 
‘True Christian.’ 

My first difficulty respects the time for dan- 
cing; for althouch the text declares that there 
\is a time to dance, yet when that time is, it 
'does not determine. Now. this point I wish 
to ascertain exactly, before I preach upon the 
subject; for it woul! be as criminal, I conclude 
to dance at the wrong time, as to neglect to 
dance at the right time. I have been able to 
satisfy myself, in some particulars, when it is 
not ‘a timeto dance.’ We shall agree, I pre- 
|sume, that on the Sabbath-day, or at a funera}, 
or during the prevalence of a pestilence, or the 
rocking of an earthquake, or the roaring of a 
‘thunder storm, it would be no time to dance.

ithe Bible which speaks of dancing ; the most 
}important of which permit me to submit to 
| your inspection. 
| Exod. xv. 20. ‘And Miriam the Prophetess, 
ithe sister of Aaron, took a timbre! in her hand ; 
jand all the women went out after her, with 
ltimbrels and with dances.’ This was on ac- 
|count of the overthrow of the Egyptians in the 
| Red Sea. 
| Judges xi. 34. The daughter of Jephthath, 
|‘ catne out to meet him with timbrels and with 
dances.’ This also was on account of a victo- 
ry over the enemies of Israel. 
| Judges xxi. 21. ‘ The yearly feast of Shilo 
/was a feast unto the Lord, in which the daugh- 
iters of Shilo went forth in dances.’ This was 
| done as an act of religious worship. 
| 2 Sam. vi. 14,20. * And David danced be- 
fore the Lord with all his might.’ But the ir- 
ireligious Michal ‘ came out to meet David, and 
‘said, how glorious was the king of Israel to- 
iday, who uncovered himself to-day in the eves 
of the handmaids of his servants, as one of the 
vain fellows shamelessly uncovereth himself !” 
Dancing, it seems, was a gacred rite, and was 
jusually performed by women. At that day it 
_was perverted from its sacred use by none but 
‘ vain fellows,’ destitute of shame. David vin- 
dicates himself from her irony, by saying, ‘It 
was before the Lord,’ admitting, that had this 
not been the case, her rebuke would have been 
merited. 

1 Sam. xxiii. 6. On account of the victory 
of Saul and David over the Philistines, * the 
women came out of all the cities of Israel sing- 
ing and dancing.’ 

Psalm exlix. 3. 
in the dance.’ 

Psalm xxx. 11. ‘Thou hast turned for me 
my mourning into dancing.’ The deliverance 
here spoken of was a recovery from sickness, 
and the dancing an expression of religious grat- 

itude and joy. 

Exod. xxxi. 19. ‘As soon as he came nigh 
unto the camp, he saw the calf and the dancing.” 
From this it appears that dancing was a part 
also of idol-worship. 

Jer. xxxi. 4. ‘ O virgin of Israel, thoa sbalt 
again be adorned with thy tabrets, and go forth 
in the dances of them that make merry. This 
passage predicts the retarn from captivity, and 
the restoration of the Divine favor, with the 
consequent expression of religious joy. 

Matt. xi. 17. * We have piped unto you, 
“and ye bave not danced ; we have mourned 
unto you,and ye have not lamented.” That is, 
neither the judgments northe mercies of God 
produce any effect upon this incorrigible gene- 
ration. They veither mourn when called te 
mourning by his Providence; nor rejoice, with 
the usual tgkens of religious joy, when bis mer- 
cies demand their gratitude. 

Luke xv. 25. ‘ Now his eldest son was in 
the field ; and ashe came and drew nigh unte 
the house, he heard music and dancing.” The 
return of the prodigal was a joyful event, for 
which the gratefal father, according to the 
usage of the Jewish Church, and the exhorta- 
tion ef the Psalmist, ‘ praised the Lord in the 
dance.’ 

Eccles. iii. 4. * A time to mourn,and atime 
to dance.’ Since the Jewish Church knew 
nothing of dancing, except as a religious cere- 
mony, or an expression of gratitude and praise, 
the text is adeclaration, that the providence of 
God sometimes demands mourning, and seme- 
times gladness and gratitude. 

Mat. xiv. 6. ‘* But when Herod’s birth-day 
was kept, the daughter of Herodius danced be- 
fore them, and pleased Herod.’ In this case, 
dancing was perverted from its original object 
to purposes of vanity and ostentation. 

Job xxi. 7. ‘ Wherefore do the wicked live, 
become old, yea, are mighty in power ?” 

Verse 11. ‘ They send forth their little ones 
like a flock, and their children dance. They 
spend their days in wealth, and in a moment

| unto God, depart from us, for we desire not the 
knowledge of thy ways. What is the Almighty 
{that we should serve him? and what profit 
shall we have, if we pray antohim?

CONGRESS. 


Tvesvay, Feb. 26. In the Senate, after the 
President's Message was read, with the accom- 
panying documents, it was commented on by 
Messrs Buchanan, Webster, Davis, Clay, Nor- 
vell and Williams. On motion of Mr Wright, 
the navy appropriation bill was taken up, and 
an amendment devoting $330,000 of the sum 
already appropriated for the improvement of 
the &.-vy, to the construction of steam vessels 
of war, was adopted as a second section. The 
bill thes amended, was*rdered to be engross- 
ed, anc read a third time. 

In the House, the President's Message was 
received, and Mr Howard moved that it be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
A long debate ensued. A large number of 
bills passed to a third reading, and several 
were read a third time and passed. The bill 
to explain and limit the powers of the Circuit 
Court of the District of Columbia, taking away 
the power to issue writs of Mandamus, was ta- 
ken. A motion for indefinite postponement 
was negatived, yeas 15, nays 2 A motion to 
recommit was negatived, ‘yeas 15, nays 27. 
The bill was then passed, yeas 27, nays 15. 

Wepnespay, Feb. 27, In the Senate, the 
bill to take away from the Circuit Court of the 
District of Columbia, the authority to grant 
writs of Mandamus was read the third time and 
passed. The Senate proceeded to the election 
of the public printer of that body for the next 
Congress. The following is the result :—Blair 
and Rives, 25; Gales and Seaton, 11; W.

An amendment, moved by Mr. Davis, 
and supported by Mr. Webster, appropriating 
$270,000 for payment of the interest on the 
lone deferred claim of Massachusetts, was a- 
creed to. The bill as amended, passed toa 
third reading. The bill to authorize the reis- 
sue of Treasury Notes was considered, and af- 
ter debate, ordered to a third reading, and sub- 


‘sequently read a third time and passed. A 


large number of private bills were considered 
and passed. 

In the House, Mr. Howard, from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, reported a_ bill 
giving to the President of the United States 
additional powers for the defence of the United 
States, in certain cases, against invasion, and 
for other purposes. After some remarks the 
report was referred to the committee of the 
whole, and it was ordered that 10,000 copies 
should be printed. The House then resumed 
the consideration of the appropriation bills. 
The bill to suppress Indian hostilities was pass- 
ed and sent to the Senate. The bill providing 
for the erection of certain military works on 
the North eastern frontier was considered, but 
no decision was had upon it. The bill provi- 
ding for taking the census was taken up and 
debated. 

Friv:y, March 1. In the Senate, several 
Executive communications were received, a- 
mong which was a short and crusty one from 
the Post Master General, which the Senate 
voted to be disrespectful and ordered it to be 
communicated to the President of the United 
States. The report of the cominittee on For- 
eign Affairs was taken up. Mr. Williams ob- 
jected to one of the resolutions as not going far 
enough in sustaining the State of Maine. Mr. 
Buchanan thought the resolutions went as far 
as the government was bound to go, and that 
Maine ought to be satistied. Mr. Clay said 
that the General Government had been tardy 
in their negociations, and Maine had a right 
to complain of the General Government and 
her neglect of duty. She was right 1 driving 
the trespassers from the disputed territory— 
justly deranged for the unwarranted claim set 
up by Sir John Harvey, and the tone of his let- 
ter to the Governor of Maine. But no more 
than this could he say in her defence. But, 
continued Mr. Clay, if the worst shall come to 
the worst, if after renewed attempts to negoci- 
ate with Great Britain, she refuses to listen to 
the voice of justice, and persists in exercising 
authority where she justly has none, then the 
time will have come when the nation will be 
bound to resort to the last worst remedy by 
which the soil, the honor, and the rights of na- 
tions are maintained. 

In the House, after some unimportant morn- 
ing business, Mr, Howard called up the bill 
authorizing the President to resist the claim of 
Great Britain to exclusive jurisdiction over the 
disputed territory in Maine, and in a certain 
contingency, to raise an army of 20,000 men. 
An animated debate arose on this subject, which 
continued through the day. 

Saturpay, March 2. Inthe Senate, the con- 
sideration of the general appropriation bill was 
resumed, and after some slight amendments the 
bill was ordered to a third reading. The In- 
dian appropriation bill was then taken up, dis- 
cussed and passed to a third reading. Various 
other appropriation bills were passed, making 
appropriations in all to sixteen or eighteen 
millions of dollars—among which were th2 
Florida war bill—the civil and diplomatic ex- 
penses bill, with important amendments—and 
the Military Academy bill. 

In the Howse, a large number of committees 
were discharged from the further consideration 
of subjects committed to them, for want of time | 
to report upon them. The bill concerning the) 
Northeastern Boundary was taken up. Mr. 
Adams complimented the State of Maine for 
the high and noble ground she had taken.

The message of the President of the United States, 
relative to the eastern boundary difficulties, was recelv-

ed in this city on Friday afternoon at half past four 


o’cleck, and ere Phebus had sunk beneath the western 
horizon, it was re-printed and diffused through the 
city and vicinity. In Washington the message was 
received by al! parties, in both branches of Congress, 
without the utterance of a dissenting opinion from the 
views it contains. It has also met with great favor 
here. The tone of this dignified document, though 
pacific, is by no means inconsistent with firmness and 
a determination to demand what is right and submit 
to nothing that is wrong. The sentiments it breathes 
forth is worthy the chief magistrate of a great people, 


| who wishes to move in reference to. this question, not 


only for the interests of Maine, but for the welfare of 
her twenty-five sisters. An appeal to arms in at 
cases, should be the last resort, for the settlement of 
national disputes. The committee of Congress on 
foreign affairs to whom «he President's message on the 
Maine diffjculties has been referred have made a re- 
port honorable to the nation, and that will be satisfac- 
tory to Maine. The bill provides, that in case of 
emergency during the recess of Congress, in England's 
claiming jurisdiction over the disputed territory of 


|Maine,the President is authorized to call out such 


naval and military force as he may deem proper. The 
second section provides, that in case of actual invasion 
or imminent danger thereof, there be raised twenty reg- 
iments of troops and that all the naval force be put 
in commission. Fourth saction, to borrow five mil- 
lions of dollars. Fifth section provides for a special 
embassy to London to aid the resident minister there 
and urge a prompt settlement of the boundary question. 

The-proceedings of the Massachusetts Legislature 
on Friday, Saturday, Monday and Tuesday were not 
of great general interest, still something was done and 
a few bills passed to be engrossed or in other words 
recorded on sheepskin to repose in the public archieves. 

Major General Scott of the United States Army vis- 
ited both the Senate and House on Saturilay last at- 
tended by his aids. He was also received by the Gov- 
ernor and Council with respect and courtesy. He is 
on his way to the seat of war, down east. 

The land bill so called was discussed with much 
party asperity on Friday and Saurday last.

session. 

Wednesday, March 6. The report and resolves con- 
cerning the public lands ofthe United States, certainly 
communicate important information relative to the fa- 
tional domain. It appears that the quantity of public 
lands without the territory of the United States, to 
which the Indian title has not been extinguished is 
seven hundred and sixty-six millions acres, of which 
five hundred and forty-eight millions lie east, and two 
hundred and eighteen millions of acres west of the 
Rocky Mountains. These lands are estimated in this 
report (with how much truth I do not say) at one 
thousand millions of dollars, which if sold for that 
sum, Massachusetts will come in for a share. Her ti- 
tle to this share, it is said, comes from three sources. 
The cession made by England in 1783, to the several 
States. 2d, the cession of the several States having 
claims beyond their actual settlements, and 3d by the 
purchase of Louisiana and Florida, of France and 
Spain. The mode of disposal of these lands to settlers 
is a question before the nation. They never have 
brought over one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre 
and they have been sold for less. As the reporz is ez 
parte in its statements, evidently drawn up fur political 
effect, to censure the general government, I have 
passed over its arguments and merely glanced at the 
facts in the case. ‘ 

The news from Washington this day is of great in- 
terest. Congress adjourned some time in the course of 
the day on Sunday last, having made appropriations 
for various purposes of eighteen millions of dollars ! 
The border war bill passed Congress almost unanimous- 
ly. This bill authorizes the President to accept of 
fifty thousand volunteers, and places ten millions dol- 
Jars athis disposal. So look out for the music of the 
drum and fife, the clang of arms, and the noise of war. 
Every thing from Maine to-day looks as if war was im- 
pending and ineritable. 

Wednesday evening. We have had two sessions, 
and the committee on the License Law have at last 
reported, inthree reports. Asthe mail will soon close 
Ihave only time to glance at them, mostly from recol- 
lection of hearing them read. 

By the majority report it appears, that there have 
been eighty-five thousand petitioners names to the 
Legislature for and against the repeal of the license 
law of 1838 ; over thirty-four thousand of which were 
females. After considering at length the testimony 
for and against the memorialists, and reasoning in de-/ 
tail respecting the constitutionality of the law, tae 
difference between regulation and prohibition. It re- 
commends that the minimum quantities of sale to be 
five gallons, and even that to be by the sanction of 
towns and cities. No spirituous liquors or wines to 
be sold at any taverns (or stores) unless to travellers 
passing through the town. Public houses may be li- 
censed to sell beer, ale or cider, but no wine or spirits, 
except to strangers or travellers, not inhabitauts of the 
town. Then follow the penalties for violating the law 
directly or indirectly. “The law of 1833 to be repealed. 

The substance of the second report is, that public 
houses may be licensed as formerly. But the bonds 
are high and penalties severe, for selling without a 
license, or, for any misconduct. 

The third report argues powerfully against the first 
report, of course against the fifteen gallon law. It ap- 
pears liberal in its features but not definite. Three 
thousand copies of each are ordered to be printed. 
The question has now come before the House more 
snarled than ever, show:ng that the more such subjects 
are analysed the farther we advance in the fog. Time 
and public opinion will show that this legislating on 
what men should or should not eat and drink is hostile 
to the genius and spirit of our institutions of govern- 
ment, and unworthy of a people fond of equal rights 
and just laws In haste yonrs, x. 

Tue Mormox War. The paymaster in Missouri, 
engaged in making out the pay rolls of the forces em- 
ployed in suppressing the Mormon War, estimates the 
number of men at sot less than twelve thousand and 
the pay and expenses of each man at twenty dollars— 
making two hundred and forty thousand for the privates 
alone, and the whole expenses not less than half a 
million of dollars.

It is comprized in a neatly printed pamphlet of tweaty 
eight pages, and unfolds in a clear and lacid manner 
the present state and prospects ofa truly praiseworthy 
association. The report from the pen of Eomuxo 
Corris, Esq., a descendent we presume of the far 
famed Admiral, Sir Isaac Coffin, is drawn up with sig- 
nal ability ; and would do credit as a literary perform- 
ance to the highest literary institutions of our country. 
The association oceupy the Clinton Hall, a building 
erected especially for that purpose, by a company of 
the. patriotic and liberal merchants of New York. 
They have accumulated within th® eighteen years of 
their existence a hbrary of more than eighteen thous- 
and volumes. The additions during the past year 
were nearly three thousand volumes. The receipts 

for the present year amount to more than eight thous- 

and dollars. The whole number of members, mer- 
chants, clerks, and sseckholders, at the date of the 
seventeenth annual report was three thousand seven 

hundred and seventy-two, and including those of the 
past year, the present number is four thousand seven 

hundred and seventy-two. Of this number four thous- 
and one hundred and forty-seven pay two dollars an- 
nually ; ond hundred and two merchants pay five dol- 
lars and two hundred and seventy eight are stockhold- 
ers of Clinton Hall, who enjoy all the advantages of 
the library and the lectures as a kind of recompense or 
reciprocation of their liberality in erecting the build- 
ing. Itis proposed in the report to erect this institution 
into a sort of Merchants College, by endowing profes- 
surships, etc. It is well remarked in the report of tlie 
gified President, that in union there is strength ; and 
that to the combined influence of means which if ap- 
plied separate, would accomplish little or nothing, the 
association are indebted for its present usefulness. 
The example of this association should give encourage- 
ment to Lyceum and literary associations throughout 
the country. For the sum of two dollars a member 
enjoys the privilege of selecting works from eighteen 
thousand volumes, a reading room where moze than 
one hundred magazines and reviews are taken, and the 
benefit of lectures from the most distinguished men of 
the country.

EMBALMING. {and commercial men, and my final opinion was 


The ancient Egyptians had three ways of 
embalming their dead, and artists were partic- 
ularly trained up for that purpose. The. most 


costly method was practised only upon persons | 


of the highest rank, of which sort are all mum- 
mies that have remained entire to the present 
times; it was done by extracting the brains 
through the nostrils, and injecting a rich balm 
in the stead, then opening the belly, and taking 
out the intestines, the cavity was washed with 
balm, wine impregnated with spices, and filled 
with myrrh and other aromatics ; this done, 
the body was laid in nitre seventy days, at the 
end of which it was taken out, cleansed, and 
swathed with fine linen, gammed and orna- 


mented with various hieroglyphics, expressive | 
ofthe deceased’s birth, character and rank.) 


This process completed, the embalmer carried 
home the body, where it was placed in a coffin, 
cut in human shape, and then inclosed in an 
outer case, and placed upright against the wall 
of the burying place belonging to the family. 
Another less expensive method of embalming 
was, by injecting into all the cavities of the 
body a certain dissolvent ; which, being suffer- 
ed to runoff after a proper time, carried with 
it whatever was contained therein liquified ; 
and the body, thus purged, being dried by the 
nitrous process as before, the operation was 
-closed by swathing,etc. By the third and low- 
est method of embalming, which was only in 
use among the poor, they drenched the body 
with injecteons, and then dried it with nitre. 
The Egyptians had a custom among them of 
pledging the dead bodies of their parents and 
kindred, as a security for the payment of their 
debts, and whoever neglected to redeem them 
was held in the utmost abhorrence, and denied 
the rites of burial themselves. They paid ex- 
travagant honors to their deceased ancestors, 
and there are to this day to be seen in Egypt 
pompous subterranean edifices, called by the 
Greeks Hypogees, representing towns or inhab- 
jtants under ground, in which there are streets 
or passages of communicaticn from one to an- 
other, that the dead might have as free an in- 
tercourse as when alive.— Gentleman's Mag.

A few years ago, a farmer living a few miles 
from Easton, Pa. sent his daughter on horseback 
to that town, to procure from the bank simaller 
notes for one of one hundred dollars.

Just as she held the note to him, a 
sudden puff blew the note into the road, and 
carried it gently several yards from them. 
The discourteous knight alighted to overtake it, 
and the lady whipped her horse to get out of 
his power, and the other horse who had been 
left standing by her side, started with her. 
His owner fired a pistol, which only tended to 
increase the speed of all parties, and the young 
lady arrived safely at home with the horse of 


the robber, on which was a pair of saddle bags. 


When these were opened, they were found to 
contain, besides a quantity of counterfeit bank 
notes, fifteen hundred dollars in good money! 
The horse was a good one, and when saddled 
and bridled, was thought to be worth at least 
as much as the bank note that was stolen.

GENERAL COURT. 


Turspay, March 19. In the Senate, order- 
ed, that a Committee be appointed, to be joined, 
to inquire if the law of the United States, sus- 
pending the payment of the fourth instalment 
of the Surplus Revenue to the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1839, has been renewed; and if it bas 
not, that said Committee consider the expedi- 
ency of directing the Treasurer to make imme- 
diate application to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury of the United States for that portion of 
said surplus due to the State of Massachusetts. 

The bill concerning the Militia passed to be 
engrossed, in concurrence as amended. . 

In the House, petitions presented of the City 
Council of Boston. for an act empowering them 
to Jay Rail Road Tracts in the streets ; of Mrs. 
Loring Norcross and 594 others, praying that 
the License Law may be sustained. 

Wepnespay, March 20. In the Senate, the 
bill to reduce the capital stock of the Hancock 
Bank was passed to be engrossed, yeas 295, 
nays 2. 

Enorossed resolves passed concerning the 
Foreign Slave Trade. Bills passed to be enac- 
ted concerning the Surplus Revenue of the 
United States, and in addition to an act to en- 
courage the culture of wheat. 

A message was received from the Governor, 
transmitting a copy of a letter from the Gov- 
ernor of Maine, enclosing a copy of resolutions 
of the Legislature of thet State, appropriating 
the sum of $ 10,000 for the construction of the 
Aroostook Road to the river St. John, and re- 
questing a like appropriation on the part of 
Massachusetts. 

The House, proceeded to the consideration 
of the License Bill, and the rest of the day was 
taken up by a debate upon an amendment pro- 
viding that taverners may sell liquor, according 
to the restriction to all persons as wel! as to 
travellers. Jn the afternoon the yeas and nays 
were taken upon this amendment, which was 
rejected 190 to 256. 

Tuunspay. March 21. In the Senate, a dill 
concerning the surplus revenue of the United 
States, a bill in addition to an act for the en- 
couragement of the culture of silk, and a re- 
solve concerning the foreign slave trade, passed 
to be enacted.

The Times gives an account 
ef an outrageous attack on the steamboat John W. 
Richmond, in the harbor of New York, by which the 
lives of one hundred and seventy-five human beings 
were put in jeopardy. The affair has produced tre- 
mendous excitement in Boston, as we learn from the 
Centinel, the language of which we quote, and there 
is but one opinion on the subject. It appears that The 
steamboat Osceola, chartered by the proprietors of the 
Mosorory Lixk,and manned by the crew and officers 
of the Narragansett, run into the Richmoxd two or 


three times last Saturday evening, for the purpose of 
crippling or disabling that popular boat. The passen- 
gers, about one hundred in number, have published an 
account of the outrage, and signed their names to it. 
The guns of the Richmond were loaded, with the in- 
tention of firing into the pilot house of the Osceola, if 
she came on again to the attack; and a substantial 
number of passengers stood ready, in case of contact 
to make fast to the Osceola, and take possession of that 
boat by a general boarding. But the speed of the 
Richmond, and the cvol, judicious management of Capt. 
Townsend, prevented the necessity of a resort to the 
violence and retribution that would have followed 
another attack upon that boat. Among the passengers 
in the Richmond were thirty gentlemen who belong 
to Boston ; they speak in terms of the highest eom- 
mendation of the conduct of Capt. Townsend on this 
highty exciting and trying occasion. On board the 
Osceola, it is stated, were a large owner of the Trans- 
portation Company; a Director in the India Point 
Company, and one of the Trustees of the Transporta- 
tion Company. The Pilot of the Narragansett acted 
as Captain of the Osceola, and she was manned by the 
steward, crew, and servants of the Narragansett, and 
there were eight other persons on board.
